frame an item I pur- 
chased at the 
Worlds Columbian 
Stamp show, an 
engraving by the 
Polish engraver 
Czeslaw Slania, who 
has also done a 
number of Swedish 
stamps. I don’t 
know where this 
coastline is, but I 
think it is a beautiful 
work of art (full- 
size). 


Rich Brinton has 
prepared the design 
for a card honoring 
the 120th anniver- 
sary of the Centennial Exposition which features an 
intaglio reprint of the admission ticket. Illustrations 
of both sides of the admission ticket appeared on 
the cover of SCJ 14:4 and illustrations of some of the 
backs of the cards appeared in SCJ 15:1, p. 13. The 
50¢ admission price should be compared with the 





price of a hotel of the time which ran from $1.50 to 
$ 5.00 per night. 


In terms of the Expo buildings, in addition to the 
Ohio building, the Fine Arts building, now 
Memorial Hall, remains. (In fact the building hous- 
es in its basement a scale model of the entire 
Exposition grounds.) The enormous Main Building 
came down in 1880, Horticultural Hall lasted until 
1955 when it was finally pulled down after having 
been neglected and vandalized for many years. The 
exhibition was not a financial success losing some 
$5,000,000. 


I regret if the information on the BEP subscription 
services for 1997 is too late for your response (due 
31 December). This might suggest, if you are inter- 
ested in the BEP cards—which you should be—that 
you get yourself on their mailing list. It’s free!

DISNEY RELATED SOUVENIR CARDS

The traditional collecting of stamps on a country by 
country basis currently is losing ground to topical 
collecting, the collecting of stamps based on what is 
shown in their designs. Many topical collectors col- 
lect stamps relating to their professions or avoca- 
tions. Others collect stamps showing subjects of 
interest to them such as birds, trains, Americana, 
etc. The topical collection often also includes cancel- 
lations, meters, maximum cards, and other philatel- 
ic material. However, the inclusion of souvenir 
cards in a topical collection appears to have been 
largely overlooked. 


Souvenir cards show a rich variety of topical sub- 
jects—ships, birds, flags, planes, sports, space, etc. 
One topic widely collected in a recent years, partic- 
ularly by the younger collectors, is that of Disney. 
This article describes just a few of the souvenir 
cards relating to Disney. 


A colorful souvenir card was issued to honor 
AMERIPEX’86, which was held from 22 May 
through 1 June 1986 This card (next page), which 
measures approximately six inches by nine inches, 
features five Disney stamps out of the many that 
were issued for AMERIPEX’86. The card shows one 
stamp each from the sets issued by Lesotho, 
Maldive Islands, Grenada, Grenada Grenadines, 
and Dominica. A brief look at the designs of these 
stamps reveals that this card could be included in a 
number of other topical collections including medi- 
cine, trains, stamps on stamps, sports, trucks, and 
scouts. 


STaMpsHOW 839 was the 103rd Annual Convention 
of the American Philatelic Society. The show was 
held in late August in Anaheim, California, the 
home of Disneyland. In honor of this occasion, the 
APS issued its annual souvenir card (SCCS# APS 
13). Near the upper right corner, the United States 
stamp honoring Walt Disney is shown. Listed in 
Scott as #1355, this stamp was issued in 1988. At the 
upper left of the souvenir card (page 7) the APS 
emblem is shown nestled among the towers of 
Sleeping Beauty Castle in Disneyland. As recently 
as October of 1995, the card was still available to 
American Philatelic Society members for $2.00. This 
price includes postage and handling. 


A series of seven souvenir cards was issued to 
honor World Stamp Expo ‘89, held in Washington, 
D.C., in late November and early December. These 


cards were prepared by the Inter-Governmental 
Philatelic Corporation. The seven cards are identi- 
cal, except the country name (or, in one case, a 
generic heading) at the top of each card just to the 
right of the center. In that location, the generic card 
says, “The Disney World of Postage Stamps” (page 
8). The countries represented in this series are 
Antigua and Barbuda, The Gambia, Grenada, 
Grenada Grenadines, Maldives, and Saint Vincent. 
However, a significant error appears on one card. 
The Antigua and Barbuda card is incorrectly 
inscribed “Antigua and Barbados.” Most of the left 
side of each card shows a space scene where Mickey 
Mouse, dressed in an astronaut’s outfit, is deliver- 
ing mail to a green creature. 


The Inter-Governmental Philatelic Corporation also 
released a Disney card for Stamp World London 90, 
held 3-13 May. The full color card was printed at 
The House of Questa (page 9). Mickey Mouse is 
shown holding a large envelope franked with Great 
Britain’s Penny Black. A Royal Mail coach is shown 
in the background. A second Penny Black appears 
in the upper right-hand corner. 


This article has covered several souvenir cards 
relating to Disney, but several others exist. While 
none of the souvenir cards discussed here are print- 
ed by intaglio, all are very professionally done. 
Other known cards are printed equally well, while 
still others are only blurry, single color cards. 
However, all of these should be of interest to the 
collector of the Disney topical.

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1876 CENTENNIAL: 120th ANNIVERSARY

There was only one Centennial International 
Exhibition ever held in the United States of 
America! That historic event celebrated opening 
day, 10 May 1876 on 285 acres of redeveloped fields 
and ravines in Fairmount Park, Philadelphia, PA. 
President and Mrs. Grant along with Emperor Dom 
Pedro Il, and the Empress Theresa, of Brazil, the 
first reigning monarchs to visit the United States, 
presided at opening ceremonies where, lacking a 
national anthem, “Hail Columbia” was played. 


Speeches, music, parades, a 100-gun artillery salute, 
and a procession proceeded from the grand stand at 
Memorial Hall to Machinery Hall. It was here, 
amidst a vast array of mechanical wizardry that the 
President and Emperor threw a silver-plated switch 
on a giant steam powered engine, starting machines 
in the hall. The Exhibition was under way! 


Dozens of countries from around the globe, along 
with virtually all of the then 37 states, in addition to 
western territories were represented at the 
Exhibition in some 294 structures. At least one 
structure, the Main Building, encompassing a site 
enclosing 20 acres (the equivalent of almost twenty- 
seven football fields) housed nearly 14,000 product 
exhibits of almost every description! Each exhibitor 
showcased the latest industrial, agricultural, scien- 
tific, educational and artistic achievements of the 
day. Of the original 294 structures erected for the 
event, only one permanent structure remained, the 
Ohio Building, which was constructed of stone. 


The Centennial International Exhibition was indeed 
an achievement of historic proportions. America, 
like other nations, was then suffering through a 
world-wide business depression as a result of the 
1873 “Black Friday” stock market crash. The “West” 
was struggling to settle itself, and General George 
Armstrong Custer would suffer a great massacre at 
Little Big Horn only forty-six days after opening 
ceremonies, an event which overshadowed Fourth 
of July festivities in this, our Nation’s 100th Year, 
and sealed the fate of Native Americans struggling 
to survive in their homeland. 1876 was also an elec- 
tion year with both Republican and Democratic 
presidential candidates taking full advantage in 
addressing Exhibition crowds. 


Many Americans considered a visit to the 
Centennial Exhibition their “patriotic” duty. It was 
educational, accessible and besides, it was fun! Best 


of all, the price of admission was only fifty cents! 
After all, where else could one see such wonders as 
the towering arm and torch of the soon to be erect- 
ed “Statue of Liberty”. To accommodate anticipated 
crowds, the Pennsylvania and Reading Railroads 
laid new tracks and built Centennial stations. In a 
little over five months, they ran over 66,000 trains, 
transporting nearly 6 million visitors to the event. 


In all, the Centennial International Exhibition ran 
159 days, officially closing on 10 November 1876. It 
was attended by over nine million visitors, breaking 
all previous international exhibition records. 
Following the Exhibition’s closing, many exhibitors 
found it cost effective to leave their exhibits at the 
site “donating” them to the U.S. Government rather 
than pay return shipping costs. Upon closing, more 
than 40 railroad freight cars transported various 
objects from Philadelphia to Washington, DC in 
what was to be the foundation of the Smithsonian’s 
National Museum collection. 


In the early planning stages of the event, the 
Centennial commission determined that the fifty- 
cent note (currency) or piece of money issued by the 
National Government should be the recognized 
“ticket” of admission. The idea of printing an actu- 
al “admission ticket” appears to be somewhat of an 
after-thought. It soon became apparent to 
Commission officials, however. that the concept of 
making “fifty cents” in currency the admission 
“ticket” did not serve the needs of area businesses 
wishing to buy advance “tickets” to the event for 
distribution to employees or customers. Thus, the 
concept of a printed “admission ticket” became a 
reality. This proved to be a wise decision, even 
though , initially, the promotional value and subse- 
quent residual revenue benefit of the printed ticket 
was not fully appreciated. It was soon discovered, 
however, that printed tickets served to satisfy the 
collector interests of Exhibition visitors, with many 
tickets remaining unused and held as “souvenirs” 
of the historic event. This precedent would be suc- 
cessfully copied and exploited in the planning of 
future events such as the 1892 World Columbian 
Exposition in Chicago, as well as other expositions 
and fairs. 


Services of the Philadelphia Bank Note Company 
were engaged for the purpose of printing tickets, 
invitations, and “tax stamps” used in connection 
with the Exhibition. Only one basic variety of 
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admission ticket is known and is illustrated in this 
article. Several minor varieties of admission tickets 
exist being designated as first, second and third 
issues. The first issue contains a pink tinted back- 
ground on the reverse side of the ticket. The second 
issue ticket’s reverse side retains a white back- 
ground and the third issue contains a green tinted 
background on the reverse. Second issue tickets 
contain the letter “A” and third issue tickets contain 
the letter “H” on the face side. A quantity of second 
issue tickets also bear the open face-text “FIFTY 
CENTS” overprinted in red on the face side. All 
tickets were intaglio printed in black ink on both 
sides, on white card stock, and serial numbered 
either in red or blue on the face side. All admission 
tickets share the some common design elements 
with the front employing a design consisting of text 
related to the Centennial Exhibition, and the reverse 
featuring a central vignette of a seated allegorical 
female figure. 


Original tickets to the event are relatively common. 
Even today, 120 years after the Exhibition, they can 
often be found at collectible shows for several dol- 
lars each, a relative bargain considering their attach- 
ment to such a historic event. Tickets were original- 
ly printed in sheet format (subject size unknown) 
then cut into the familiar individual ticket format 
and numbered. To accommodate this process, 
transfers would have had to been made from the 
original die to create the multi-subject printing 
plate(s). 


Over the past century, the original die lay dormant 
and only now, on the occasion of the Exhibition’s 
120th Anniversary has it been used, for the very 


first time, to print a limited 200-edition souvenir 
card. | carefully designed the card in a Victorian 
motif with an accompanying text and vignette for- 
mat typical of the centennial era and character. The 
limited edition souvenir cards were printed by both 
the intaglio and offset printing process by Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing plate printer, Mike Bean. 
Each card required eight separate press passes, and 
are individually numbered 001 through 200. The 
Liberty Bell and Eagle vignettes are intaglio printed 
in brown, with the Centennial admission ticket’s 
reverse design intaglio printed in green from the 
original die. Text, lettering and border design are 
printed by both the intaglio and offset process in 
black. Edition numbers appear in red at the bottom 
of each card, which is printed on cream-color stock 
measuring 10” wide by 8” high. 


Cards are available for sale as individual cards, as 
described above; progressive proof sets; or as a set 
of two “Collector Cards” (without the central 
intaglio or vignettes) for collectors who wish to 
mount examples of original Centennial tickets.

A Brazilian souvenir card (folinha filatélica) issued 14 December 1948, in conjunction with a postage stamp, both 
related to the struggle against cancer. The card was intaglio printed, with the actual stamp added and can- 
celed, in an edition of 5,000 copies. The reverse contains a description of the card in blue type (in Portuguese) 
and a serial number in red. For some reason, unknown to this writer, it has one of the highest ($40.00) catalog 
value of all the official and authorized government-issued cards, the production of which ended in 1966.

Here is some exciting news for members of the 
Souvenir Card Collectors Society. The year 1997 
marks the 150th anniversary of the birth of Thomas 
Alva Edison. The Edison National Historic Site 
(part of the NAtional Park Service) in West Orange, 
NJ, is planning a year-long celebration of this event 
and Metro Chapter 4 of the SCCS will take part in 
the celebration. 


The celebration actually begins on his birth date, 11 
February. Metro Chapter 4 will be issuing a card in 
honor of this event and it will look something like 
the computer generated design (opposite page). The 
portrait will be photoengraved and intaglio printed. 
The picture of the Edison Historic Laboratory will 
be offset screened into the background. These cards 
will be available in several varieties. A limited num- 
ber of cards will have a special pictorial cancel 
applied in Milan, OH, where Edison was born, 
using appropriate stamps. Two additional pictorial 
cancels will also be available as follows: 


1. A special pictorial cancel will be available on 11 
February at the National Historic Site in West 
Orange; 
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2. A different pictorial cancel will be available at an 
all day street fair to be held at the National Historic 
Site in West Orange on 7 June. Metro Chapter 4 will 
have a booth at that street fair and the USPS will 
have a van on site. Hopefully, they will have on 
hand a supply of the Pioneers of Communication 
stamps issued in 1996, since two of the men pic- 
tured on those stamps—William Dickson (1860- 
1935) and Edward Muybridge (1830-1904 )—worked 
at the lab in West Orange. Cards will be available at 
the booth and by mail. 


The exact cost of the cards has not been determined 
as yet but we are going to try to keep the price 
between $ and $5 (slightly higher by mail) depend- 
ing on whether the cards are mint or canceled. 


As this project develops, we will keep you informed 
of its progress. For further information about the

THE FIRST C.C.C.C, CARD - 1981 


The first souvenir card produced for the Currency 
Club of Chester County (West Chester, PA) was an 
all intaglio card [opposite page] produced by the 
Security-Columbian United States Bank Note 
Corporation for the 10th anniversary of the club.

5,000 green 


The club owns an essay copy and two printer’s 
proof copies first day canceled 21 October 1981. 


1. Contains four “C” postage stamps and a 6¢ 
brown, buffalo stamp. 


2. Contains 3¢ green allegorical figure, 6¢ buffalo, 3¢ 
William Penn and a 6¢ air mail eagle stamp. 


Standard issue was released 10 December 1981 and 
50 sets were first day canceled (at West Chester, PA) 
using 4 “C” stamps, a buffalo 18¢ and eagle 13¢, 
although not all contained the four “C” stamps— 
they had the 3¢ green stamp instead. Many of these 
sets were “First Day” canceled at conventions 
throughout 1982, often signed by prominent per- 
sons. 


THE SECOND CARD 1971 - 1981 


Unfortunately, not intaglio printed by Cook 
Publishing Company, Devon, PA.

Club owns an essay copy, which carries the official 
and unofficial club seals, and two printer’s proofs 
both first day canceled 23 April 1983.

Standard issue was released 16 May 1983 and 50 
sets of brown and green were made up. Of these 35 
sets were first day canceled with four “C” stamps at 
West Chester. The other 15 sets were uncanceled 
making them most rare.

1983. Unfortunately this card contains an error, the 
date “1845” was used instead of “1814.”

THE FIFTH CARD 


The Great Eastern Numismatic Association planned 
its 29th Annual Convention and Third International 
Paper Money Convention for 27-29 September 1991.

This was the opportunity to produce 
another souvenir card, but it had to be even greater 
than the 1985. Thanks to the Plate Printers it was 
unbelievably beautiful.

BILLINGS STAMP CLUB SHOW CARD 


A souvenir card (opposite page) illustrating the his- 
toric meeting of western prospectors when the 
Comstock Lode of silver and gold was discovered 
was introduced at the Billings (Montana) Stamp 
Club Show on 19 October 1996. 


The card is a representation of the four-cent Silver 
Centennial commemorative stamp issued 8 June 
1959, the 100th anniversary of the discovery of sil- 
ver at the Comstock Lode in Nevada. The design 
was based on a woodcut showing the meeting of 
prospectors Henry Comstock, Peter O’Riley and 
Patrick McLaughlin. 


Comstock was a veteran of the Black Hawk War 
and the Mexican War who headed west to start 
prospecting starting in 1856. He reportedly came 
upon the other two prospectors at the moment of 
their gold strike and managed to secure a share of 
the claim. 


The spectacular riches coming out of the Comstock 
mine touched off a gold and silver rush that led to 
the establishment of boom towns such as Virginia 
City. The discovery also helped to create the State 
of Nevada in 1864. First-day sale of the commemo- 
rative stamp took place in Virginia City in 1959. 


Designers of the stamp were Robert L. Miller and 
William K. Schrage. The Post Office Die #1440 was 
engraved by Charles A. Brooks and Robert J. Jones. 


The theme of the Bureau’s presentation is “The Era 
of Silver and Gold,” marking the time when curren- 
cy often was tied directly to gold and silver values 
and the era depicted in the commemorative stamp.

When I first met Mr. Baril in 1993 at The World 
Columbian Stamp Exhibition in Chicago, he was 
working on one of these dies. | was only one of mil- 
lions of collectors who attended that show, but Mr. 
Baril took the time to answer my questions and 
gave me a proof of his first new engraving, 
“Melencolia,” [below, left] which is an engraving of 
an engraving. Baril’s engraving is a detail of one of 
Albrecht Duirer’s three so-called master prints made 
between 1513 and 1514, “Melancolia I.” Albrecht 
Diirer (1471-1528) is the most well known and, per- 
haps, the best Northern Renaissance artist. 
“Melancolia I” [above, right] is an allegorical 
winged figure that cannot fly, surrounded by 
instruments of the arts and sciences strewn in idle 
confusion; “Melancolia” is the personification of 
knowledge that, without divine inspiration, lacks 
the ability to act. Diirer, like the neo-Platonists, con- 
ceived of the artist as a genius who struggles to 
translate the pure idea in his mind into gross but 
visible matter; thus “Melancolia” is a spiritual self- 
portrait.

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ENGRAVED CARDS FROM SWEDEN

On 5 October 1996 Sweden Post issued a very 
attractive engraved stamp honoring the artist Endre 
Nemes. Nemes, born in Hungary, went to Sweden 
in 1940 from Prague, fleeing the German onslaught. 
In 1948 he became a Swedish citizen and has lived 
there ever since. His first important work in Sweden 
was a painting known as “The Baroque Chair” and 
it is this painting that appears on three stamps of a 
triple joint issue - Sweden, The Czech Republic and 
Slovakia. 


Sweden Post has prepared a joint folder containing 
mounted copies of the three stamps and three 
engraved black and white prints of the stamps 

















The cost of 
the folder including the stamps and the engraved 
cards is SEK 95, which based on the latest exchange 
rates in Linn’s Stamp News is equivalent to US$14.36.
